''It Is strange that men should so forget their 
manhood and so forget their God and the 
laws of their country as to petiult themselves 
to do such things on the poor helpless negro. 
It is a disgrace to humanity and to: society, 
and I say as a citizen of the United States and 
as an observer that • nothing has tended so 
much to bring this northern country into dis- 
grace, nothing has tended so much' to put tho 
balance of the United States' against -us as 
this .kind of- outrages.

The charge against 
them was that they commuted outrages on 
netiues because the negroes voted for Henry 
Spoor for confess. Specr was defeated and 
appoihted United Stales district attorney, so 
it fell to his lot to prosecute the kn klux. 
Thechaiueof JudgoMcCoy was so liberal for 
tho defence that acquittal »as considered 
certain.- When ths'verdlct was re»d convict- 
ing the entire g»r<g several-broke-'donfh .and 
sobbed audibly.
